liament; And that they cannot without a decp ſente of ſoerow, call io minde 
how Popith and Prelatic ali Counſells did fo far previtle with His Maʒeſtie, that

drawing His M. jell le from his Parliament, by keeping him at this diſtances 
adviſing him to make warre upon his people, fo intimi@ated ard difocuray 
Adventures and others that would have adventnved him they dave rendreael 
good Bill in a manner ine ffectuall.

That the Parliament and Adventurers had lorg fince deſigned fiverke 
Foot, and five hundred Horſe for the teſieſe of Aunſer, to be ſent as a Bi 
under the command of the Lord Wharton ; had made choyce ard lifted-af 
Commanders, and prepared Money, Armes, andotbr proviſion for d 
dition, and all to be at the charge of the Adventurers : And when

1 from His M . jeſty to enable them thereunto chat Comniũſſion, aſter twice 
ending to Teri for che iame, and the Ships lying ready to ſet Saile tor three 
werkes together, at the charge of neere three hundred pound a day, was likewile 
myed g and thoſe Adventucers(ratber then to loſe their Expodĩtion) were con- 
rale io go by vertne of an O:dinance of both Houſes of Parliament. . 
That although the Lords Iuſtices of Ireland have three months fince earneſtly de- 
ed to have two peeces of battery ſenc over, as very neceflary for that ſervice yet 
ah Commands are given to the Officers of the Towre that none of his M.je- 
en Ordinance mult be ſent to fave his Majeſties Kingdome, I hat althorgh 
| ile the Excle of Leiceſter ſtayed here in the ſervice ot the Patliament and in 
xexiding for his long expected voyage into Ireland, a Meſſage was ſent to the 
Parliament from his Majeſty to haſten him away and Letters were written to the 
aid Earle from bis M. jeſty, that he ſtould mal no ſtay at Terł for his diſpatch, 
| That hid in stieg ſhould be ready for him againit he came: And although 
Is. jo\notoviouſly knowne , that the aff.ires of Ireland doe exctedingly ſuffer by 
bhanting the per ionall aſſiſtance of a commander in Chĩefe, to give both life and 
'netionta.the Army there; Yet the ſaid Earle hath beene ſtayed with his Maje- 
inne Norch a fhoneth and more, and as yet can get no diſpatch; That not- 
withſtanding the bleeding condition of Ireland, yet divers Commanders and 
pers in pay, and in actuall imployment there againſt the Rebele, have beene 
alled away from that important ſervice by the expteſſe Command of his Ma je- 
Jiu (Charles Fleyd Enginer, and Quarter -maſter generall of the Army in 
2 H divers others. That Captain Green Comptrolell of the Artillery, a man 
pay, and principally employed and truſted here by the faid Lieutentanc of 
laud, for the providing and ordering the trayne of the Artillery which was 
be ſent to Dablin, and who had received great ſummes of money for that 
unge, was commanded from that imployment and truſt to ſerve His Mijelty, 
dn moſt unnaturall war againſt bis Loyall and beſt affected people. That the 
arliament having made great proviſion of Clothes for the poore Souldiers in 
and for their preſent fuccour, and ſending fix himdred ſuits, part thereof 
wands Chefer the laſt weeke, the man that undertooke the carriage of them 
iam Hbitaler by name, was aſſaulted by his Majeſties Caveleers then ly - 
* — qvertry, who tooke away thoſe {ix hundred ſuites of Cloathes, and 
e W and Horſes of the poore man, although they were told that the 
K hunde gd luis o Clothes were for the Souldiers in Ireland, and notwitt - 
ing the pooje Carrier was five times with the Farle of Northampton, to beg 
releaſe of his Weggon. That three hundred Suirs of Cloathes with a Chi rur- 
ons Cheſt of Medicaments beinglikewiſe ſent for Ireland, by one Rich. rd 
:f.14,, who was imployed by the Parliament to carry them to Ch-fcr, A 
ope of His Majeſtics Cayaleets under the command of one Captaine 34iddlr- 
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ien wet with them upon the rode, aud tooke away the Cloarhes and Chirur, 
geon: Cheſt, together with the poore Carriers Hories ard. Waggon tor H.

That His M. jeſties Forces ate ſo quartered in and about the common roadcs 
to Ireland, that neyther Money, Clothes; Viftualls, or other provifiensc 
paſſe thither by Land with any ſafty. That Captaine K<rrieby the Admiral], 
and Sir Henry Stradling the vice Admirall, of thoſe Ships which were directed 
to ly upon the Coaſt of ↄreland, to annoy the Rebells, and to prevent the 
bringing to them Amunition andrelieſe from. forraigne parts, are both called 
away from that imploy ment by his Majeſties command, and by reaſen of, their
